Womack ‘‘peached’’ on his pals, and it 
was through his arrest on the charge of 
‘carrying concealed weapons the plot was 
brought to light. 

The prisoner confessed that ne was im- 
plicated in a plot to kidnap Dr. Porter. 
The object of the kidnapers was to force 
the capitalist to sjgn a check for $15,000. 
They were to secure the money before re-

HANDS OF RECEIVER 


Herring-Hall-Marvin Combine in Finaa- 
cial Trouble. 


PAPER GOES TO PROTEST 


William Moses Mosler Throws Big 
Corporation Into Courts.. 


ACTION TAKEN IN A NUMBER OF STATES 


The Annual Report, Submitted in Au- 
gust Last, Shows Net Assets 
of $1,213,358. 


Hamilton, 0., December 24.—William Mos- 
es Mosler, of the Mosier Safe and Lock 
Company, of this city, has filed a suit in 
the cOmmon pleas court for the appoint- 
ment. of a receiver for the Herring-Hall- 
Marvin Safe and Lock Company, as far as 
their property is located in Ohio. 

Judge Neilan has appointed S. D. Fitton, 
president of the First National bank, of 
Hamilten, as receiver, who has qualified 
by giving bond in the sum of $50,000 with 
D. W. Fitton, E. G. Ruder, E. A. Belden 
and C. Benninghofen as securities. 

Tie petition recites that the company is 
incorporated under the laws of New Jersey, 
has complied with the provisions of the 
Statutes of Ohio relating to foreign cor- 
porations, has a plant at Hamilton and 
also its principal office. 

The plaintiffs say they are creditors and 
stockholders in the corporation and they 
sue on two promissory notes of. $18,611.11 
and $9,306.55, dated December 18, 1897, sign- 
ed by Cc. S. Lake, assistant treasurer: 
Stephen A. Jenks, president, and indorsed 
by the Herring-Hall-Marvin company by 
C. S. Lake, assistant treasurer. Plaintiff 
says the company also has a factory and 
Place of business in New York: that most 
of the stock is controlled by a committee 
of trustees for the purpose of voting the 
stock and controlling the business and that 
the company has pledged and delivered a 
large purt of its personal assets for the 
purpose of preferring creditors other than 
Ohio creditors, and threatea to have a re- 
ceiver appointed for the Ohio assets and 
thereby place them under the control of a 
foreign jurisdiction where they will be frit- 
tered and wasted away. They say the real 
estate and assets ought to be appropriated 
to pay the Ohio indebtedness, about $100,- 
000. They say the total indebtedness is 
about $300,000. They therefore ask for a 
receiver to take charge of and conduct the 
business in Ohio under order of court. 

The J. F. Bender & Bros. company, of 
Hamilton, are made a party to the suit by 
virtue of holding a merchant’s lien on the 
building tn Hamilton. 

The assets of the company, the receiver 
states, are a million and a quarter, and 
there is no danger of insolvency. 

The fightis between the eastern and west- 
ern creditors who have been unable to ef- 
fect an agreement. 


RFCEIVER NAMED IN JERSEY.

' New York, December %&—The receiver- 
ship application in this state was for.the 
purpose of extending the New Jersey re- 
ceivership, and thus to simplify the hand- 
ling of the affairs of the corporation. 

Stephen A, Jenks, president of the Her- 
ring-Hall-Marvin company, has given_out 
the following statement concerning the af- 
fairs of that corporation: 

“The appointment of a receiver of the 
property of the Herring-Hall-Marvin Com- 
pany was precipitated by the action of Mr. 
Moses Mosler, who for the past two years 
and until two weeks ago, has been a di- 
rector of the company, chairman of its 
executive committee and in active charge 
of the management of its business; and 
who without giving any notice to the com- 
pany or its officers, levied an attachment 
en ‘its property. 

“Mr. Mosler resigned two weeks ago. No 
preference or security has been given any 
creditor and the entire property has passed 
into the hands of receivers. 

“A plan of reorganization has been un- 
der consideration for some time, as is well 
known to those gre gee in the company, 
and it had been hoped to consummate the 
plan without a receivership. 

“The plan embraces the furnishing of new 
capital to an amount sufficient to pay all 
debts and enable the company to buy on a 
cash basis; also making such reduction in 
the capital stock as will bring it iato proper 
relation with the company’s preseat as- 
sets. It is well known that the con pany 
has sustained severe losses during recent 
years, and it: was those losses that led to 
placing the management in the hands of 
the present voting trustees. The company 
has, however, recently acquired a new mod- 
ern and compl@e factory plant, the iargest 
of its kind in existence, and which it naclds 
free of mortgage; and as soon as supplied 
with necessary working capital the compa- 


ny will be in a position to compete with | 


its rivals. The present receivership will 
not prevent the plan from going forward.”’

‘Department of State, Washington,.D. C., 
December 24, 1897.—By direction of the pres- 
ident, the public is intormed that, in 
deference to the earnest desire of 
the government to e¢ontribute by ef- 
fective action toward the relief of the suf- 
fering people in the ‘island of Cud., ar- 
rangements have been perfacted by which 
charitable contributions in. money or in 
kind can be sont to the island by the be- 
nevolently disposed people of the United 
States. | 

“Money, provisions, clothing, medicines 
and the like articles of prime necessity can 
be forwarded to General Fitzhugh Lee, the 
consul general of the United Siates at 
Havana, and all articles now @utiabie by 
law, so consigned, will be admitted into 
Cuba free of duty. The consul of Cuba has 
been instructed to receive the same and 
co-operate with the local authorities and 
the charitable boards for, distribution of 
such relief among the destitute and reedy 

eople of Cuba. i? 
eT he president is confident that the peo- 
ple of the United States, who have on 
many occasions in the past responded most 
generously to the cry for bread frcm yl 
ples stricken by famine or sore calamity. 
and who have. beheld no toss #enerous 
action on the part of foreign communities 
when their own countrymen have suffered 
from fire and flood, will heed the appeal for 
aid that comes from the destitute at their

WOULD NOT GIVE WAY TO SUCCESSOR 


Judge Ruled That Neither President 
Nor Commission Could Make 
Rule Equal to Law. 


Ft. Smith, Ark., December 24.—Judge 
John H. Rogers, of the federal court, hand- 
ed down an important decision today in a 
case involving the construction of the civil 
service law. It was in the case of W. J. 
Fleming versus 8. F. Stahl. Fleming was 
an Office deputy under ex-Marshal J. G. 
Crump. Stahl was appointed by President 
McKinley to succeed Crump. Stahl under- 
took to remove Fleming and _ the latter 
brought suit against Stahl] to restrain him 
from making the removal, alleging in his 
bill that the position of office deputy to 
United States marshal was, by order of 
President. Cleveland, placed upon the quali- 
fied civil service list, and that by virtue of 
such order all oftice deputy marshals were 
exempt from removal for political and reli- 
gious reasons, and were to hold office dur- 
ing good behavior, and that his removal 
was about to be made because he was a 
democrat. 

A temporary restraining ord¢r was grant- 
ed by the court at the time of, the filing of 
the bill, and up to this time Flem ng and 
Stotts, the man appointed vy” Stahl to suc- 
ceed him, have both been «wt the Gesk in the 
office. The decision today was rendered 
on a demurrer to the bill and «a motion to 
dissolve the injunction. The ccurt held 
that it had no jurisdiction to restrain a 
removal upon the facts stated in the bill. 
In regard to the effect of the order of the 
president by which office deputy marshals 


were; placed in the classified civil service, 
the court said:. 

“The civil service law never contemplated 
that the president or the commission, or 
both, could make any rule or regulation 
which could have the force and effect of 
law. True, the president may make rules 
and regulations which in their nature 
would govern the policy of his administra- 
tion, and he could enforee the same by the 
removal of any person from office who re- 
fused to abide thereby, but they could not 
have the force an@ effect of law, nor would 
the courts enforce them. Such rules and 
regulations are purely administrative and 
may be altered, amended or approved by 
the president at any time or by his succes- 
sor in offire.’’ 

The injunction was dissolved and the bill 
—e at the cost of the plaintiff, Flem- 
ng.

SCOVELL GOES TO.GOMEZ’S CAMP. 


Blancc Grants Correspondent Passport 


Into Insurgents’ Lines. 

Washington, December 24.—An official dis- 
patch received here states that the Span- 
ish authorities at Havana have granted 
permiss on to Sylvester Scovell to accon- 
pany Rafael Madrigal, the United States 
consular agent at Sancti Spiritus, to the 
camp of the insurgent commander. in-chief, 
General Gomez. 

The trip of the consvlar agent ts made 
for the purpose cf closing up the estate of 
an American correspondent killed in Cuba, 
the assets havitg been in the hands of 
General Gomez for some time. Beyond 
this there is sald to be no sigaificance in 
this visit of the agent to the Cuban head- 
quarters. 

Scovell’s mission, however, is one of ob- 
Servation. He is an American correspond- 
ent and was arrested in Cuba about a year 
ago. His case attracted wide attention 
and was discussed in congress. 

The grant of passports to him for this 
mission to Gomez's camp is cited by the 
Spanish authorities as an instance of the 
freedom with which General Blanco per- 
mits correspondents to conduct their inves- 
tigations. The fact that ‘tthe American 
agent and Scovell proceed together wil 
give the former an opportunity to share 
in the observations, but there is said to 
be no purpose on his part to do more than 
close up ‘the estate. 

Madrigal is not an American, but is ap- 
pointed because of his residence at Sancti 
Spiritus and by virtue of the appointment 
he carries with him the protection and 
pres‘ige of the United States government. *

HUMAN STOMACH 1S REMOVED 


Woman Lives After Operation Has 
Been Performed. 


IS GAINING sTRENGTH 


Surgeons Now Assert Tsat the Or- 
gans Are Not Necessary to 
Life. d 


New York, December %.—The Medical 
Record will tomorrow publish the foliowing 
account of the first successful removal of 
a human stomach: 

“The feat itself is the most brillant and 
dar.ng ever attempted in recent surgical 
history, Dut the attendant discovery that 
the stomach is not a vital organ is even 
more important. Hitherto it has been con- 
sidered utterly impossible for a person to 
live without a stomach. With the fall of 
this iong recognized axiom the oid theories 
of medic:ne and surgery may be entirely 
changed and the field of possibilities which 


the discovery opens up is practically iimit- 
j 


ess. 
‘The operation which has so startled the 
medical world was performed in Zurich, 
Switzerland, by Dr. Carl Schlatter on Sep- 
tember 6th last. The subject was Anna 
Landis, fifty-six. years oid and a 4.ik 
weaver. This woman had complained for 
years of stomach trouble. Dr. Schiatter 
diagnosed the case and found she was suf- 
fering from an exceptional.y large oval 
tumor in her stomach. 

The operation iasted nearly two hours 
and a half. The loss of blood was slight. 

“The operation was wonderfully per- 
formed. The patient, although o]d and fee- 
ble, exhibited but few of the serious symp- 
toms that usually follow a vital operation. 
M.nute quantities of liquid food were 
given to her at short intervals. With the 
exception of occasional vomiting, this food 
seemed to be assimilated, despite the ab- 
sence of a food receptacle. In the second 
week after the operation she was given sol- 
id food. It was retained and digested 
without d'scomfort. And even Dr. Schlat- 
ter himself marveled at the almost unex- 
pected success of hs bold work. He was 
handicapped in giving the patient solid 
food, because she bad only one tooth left 
in her head. 

‘On October lith, a.month and five days 
after the stomach had been removed, Anna 
Landis left her bed. By ‘NNovember 25th 
she was feeling ectly well and was 
walking about. Her weight increased and 
apparently she was in far better health 
than before the operation. 

“Dr. Edmund Charlies Werdt, of New 
“York c'tv, the correspondent of The Medi- 
cal Record, who obtained Dr. Schiatter’s 
personal account of the feat, states that 
on the #th of th’'s month he saw Anna Lan- 
dis, and that to all intents and purposes 
she is a well woman. She is still under 
observation at the Zurich county hospital. 
but is able to do her full share of work 
in the wards. She has had many medical 
visitors from all quarters of the globe. 
and by this t'me has grown quite proud of 
her depleted body.”

Not that there is not 2 possibility of beat- 
ing your Uncle Marcus, for I think there 
is; but there was about the same chance 
of wiping the Cuban cause from the face 
of the earth while Weyler was so busily 
engaged in wearing out his typewriters 
down in Havana. Hanna isn't beaten yet 
any more than Maceo was before he rin up 
against the assassins who pretended to be 
his friends.

How It Looks from Washington. 

The facts about Ohio are these: The 
anti-Hanna men are going to put up the 
Strongest fight they know how. They have 
some votes pledged against the big boss. 
The only man who knows hotw many is 
Charley Kurtz and he is maintaining €s 
discreet silence as he knows how; tke 
sphynx wasn't in it with Kurtz when he 
wants to be silent. 

To win he must have seven republicans 
and all the democrats. Several days ogo 
these young men who are unloading infor- 
mation on the press told us that Kurtz cer- 
tainly had twenty-six or twenty-seven votes 
pledged against Hanna—republican votes, 
that is. I see now they have scalded their es- 
timates so as to make them read twelve. I 
notice another thing, too. Emissaries of 
Governor Bushnell are said to have gone 
to a statehouse officer with the proposition 
to give one of the Cleveland anti-Hanna 
men a job to hold him against Hanna. 
How Hanna Can Outbid All Others. 

Now I know nothing about the facts in 
this latter case, but I do know that if anti- 
Hanna men have to be bought to vote 
against Hanna, they will not stay anti- 
Hanna men long. If they are on the mar- 
ket—and if they have their votes up for 
Sale in the manner indicated, they are on 
the market—Marcus w'll ge ’em. With the 
administration at his back and with that 
barrel on top, Marcus can outbid Kurtz, 
Bushnell, Foraker and their whole crowd. 
If the senatorship is to be bought, Hanna 
is out there to buy it. 

Give Kurtz the seven republicans he says 
are all he needs, and I very much doubt 
whether he will win even then. As between 
JHanna and any of the other republicans 
who may possibly be chosen, I can see no 
particular choice. They talk of finding a 
“silver republican’’ out there. I don’t be- 
lieve they can do it. Every silver republi- 
can who is honestly such voted for Bryan.

Philadelphia, December 24.—William Sin- 
gerly, president of the Chestnut Street 
National bank and of its allied institution, 
the Chestnut Street Trust and Saving 
Fund Company, which collapsed yesterday, 
issued this statement to the public to- 
night: 

“On Tuesday or Wednesday a plan requir- 
ing the devotion to its purposes of all my 
assets will be submitted to my creditors 
and to the creditors of the Chestnut Street 
National bank and the Chestnut Street 
Trust and Saving Fund Company. Those 
informed of the situation believe that, w'th 
th.s plan, which will involve partly an 
acceptance of Record Publishing Company 
stock, approved by the creditors, none 
of them ultimately will lose anything.’”’ 

It is generally believed the hope of an 
eventual settlement on a 100 per cent bas‘s 
will be realized, 

The bank examiner declines to make any 
statement. 

The bank examiner and his assistants 
were bus.ly engaged today in going over 
the books and accounts of the Chestnut 
Street National bank. The examiner de- 
clines to.make any statement regarding 
the assets and liabikties of the institution, 
but says he will furnish a complete state- 
ment when fis investigation shall have 
been completed. Every effort is being made 
by President Singerly and the directors 
of the bank to adjust the accounts of the 
bank in such a manner that creditors will 
rece.ve every dollar wh.ch is due them,

The Chestnut Street Trust and Saving 
Deposit Company made an assignment to- 
day tor the benefit of credilors, 19 George 
H, Earle, Jr., president of tne Tradesmen’s 
National bank, and Kichard Y. CooK, presi- 
dent of the Guarantee Trust and Safe De- 
posit Company. 

The Chesinut Street Trust Company is 
closely affiliated with the Chestnut street 
bank which was yesterday taken in charge 
by the national bank examiner. William 
M. Singerly is president of both companies 
and the boards of directors of the two com- 
panies are the same, with the exception 
that in each board there is one meisber 
who is not a director in the other. 

The deed of assignment is signed by Wil- 
liam ‘M. Singerly as president, and there 
is no reserve in the conveyance of the 
property of the company to the assiprees. 

The directors of the trust company held 
a meeting this morning and the essig'iment 
to Mr. Farle and Mr. Cook was (12 CUt- 
come of a discussion of the troubles «f the 
institution.

It is probable that such 
arrangements will be perfected as will ena- 
ble the bank to liquidate its obligations 
without the necessity, or delay of a re- 
ceivership. In The Record property Mr. 
Singerly has a valuable asset. The earn- 
ings of this journal during the year 1896, 
‘mn excess of all expenditures, were $710,000. 
With such a money-maker to fall back 
upon are’ with a grim determination to 
pay every dollar he owes. he hopes to re- 
deem.his credit and satisfy h's creditors.” 


The personality of William Makepeace 
Singerly, whose failure in Philadelphia has 
just been announced, is most unique. In 
business, in politics and in society, his pe- 
Cullar character and rugged individuality 
has always made him prominent, and those 
who know h'!m well do not believe that he 
will disappear with the disappearance of 
the two financial institutions which he or- 
ganized and managed. He is still in middle 
age, sO far as capacity for work is con- 
cerned, and there is little’doubt that he 
will get upon his feet in one way Or an- 
other during the years to come. 

The whole trouble with Singerly is that 
he took an unpopular course in using his 
position and influence as leader of the dem- 
ocratic party in Pennsylvania to work 
against the Chicago platform and the Bryan 
ticket during the last presidential cam- 
paign. Up to that time he had owned and 
successfully managed The Philadelphia 
Record, one of the most prominent news- 
papers of the state: the Chestnut Street 
Savings bank, of which ex-Governor Rob- 
ert E. Pattison was president; the Chestnut 
Street Trust and Savings Fund Company, 
the Singerly Pulp and Paper’ mills at 
Elkton, (Md., a race track at the same 
Place, a stock farm near Philadelphia and 
several other enterprises of less impor- 
tance. The two financial institutions were 
run without loss; his newspaper made a 
profit of nearly $300,000 a year and his race 
track interests brought him in a large in- 
come. His paper had always been true to 
democratic principles, and he was person- 
ally a democrat in whom the party placed 
especial confidence and looked to for advice 
in every battle. 

But Singerly wouldn’t have Bryan, and 
he took hydrophobia at the very mention 
of free sifver. With former National Chair- 
man William F, Harrity, he swung a large 
portion of the democratic party of the 
state to Palmer and Buckner, and his paper 
espoused the cause of McKinley. He was 
nominated by the democrats for governor 
of the state against General Hastings, and 
made a stumping tour including every one 
of the alxty-seven unties. When the 
votes were counted it |was found that he 
had beem defeated by majority of over 
250,000 and from that moment his political 
power began to wane. That his financial 
interests waned also—and have continued 
to do so—the public hag only just learned. 

Singerly has always been a gold standard 
man from the ground up, and he shifted 
the politics of his paper and unlimbered 
his editorial guns with an energy that is 
characteristic of the man as soon as Bryan 
was nominated. But he shifted the wrong 
way, and his guns did damage to no inter- 
ests but his own. Both as an editor and as 
a financier he had received the continuous 
support of the influential democrats of the 
state, and his enterprises succeeded mainly 
for this reason. When he left the party he 
lost the friends Who had made him, and 
in one way or another he divorced himself 
from everything which had tended to 
make Rim a conspicuous, wealthy and use- 
ful citizan. While his newspaper was boom- 
ing McKinley and predicting glorious pros- 
perity under a gold standard administra- 
tion his banks were gasping for the breath 
of life. His newspaper said that there was 
money in plenty, but his banks couldn’t 
raise enough dollars to pay its depositors, 
and when the crash came he couldn’t even 
sell the stock of his newspaper. 

Persénally, Mr. Singerly is a gentleman 
of charming manners, of unlimited hospi- 
tality and unassuming charity. He is a 
hard worker and won his spurs by the 
sweat of his brow, starting in life as a 
poor boy and climbing the ladder of suc- 
cess until the commercial agencies rated 
him as several times a millionaire. He has 
fiéver been given much to society, his wife 
having died many years ago, but he main- 
tains a magnificent establishment in Phila- 
delphia, over which his daughter, Mrs. 
Balch, presides. He is a member of the 
Clover Club, and when President Grover 
Cleveland visited that organization some 
years ago he entertained him for several 
days at his residence. He and Cleveland 
have always been the best of friends.

“SHOOTS BZZARD 


Former in a Cell and Latter ina Dying 
Condition. 


THE TRAGEDY IN W. & A. YARD 


Cox Eays He Shot Because His Life 
Was in Peril. 


EZZARD IS AN EX-EMPLOYEE OF THE ROAD 


Was Drunk Last Night ani When 
Ordered Out Tried To Cut Cox, 
Eye Witnesses Say. 


- 


V. M. Cox, night clerk and watchman 
for the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
shot W. H. Ezzard, an ex-employee of the 
same road, last night at 1 o’clock, and 
as a result the latter Mes in a dying condi- 
tion at the Grady hospital. 

The physicians announce that there is 
little hope for the life of the injured man 
and at an early hour this morning he was 
sinking rapidly, with the probability that 
he would die in a few hours. 

Cox made no effort to escape, remaining 


‘in the office of the Western and Atlantic 


railroad until the arrival of Patrolman 
Coogler, when he was sent to the police 
barracks. He says the shooting was done 
in self-defense and from the statements 
made by an eyewitness to the occurrence 
it would seem that this is so. 

The shooting occurred in the office of 
the night clerk of the road in the freight 
depot, located at the foot of Spring street. 
Cox has been employed by the road for 
seventeen years, but for the past six 
months he has been night clerk and 
watchman. In this capacity it is his duty 
to see that no one enters the building who 
has not the right to do so. 

How the Tragedy Occurred. 

Last night just before 11 o'clock Ezzard 
is said to have gone into the depot in 
an intoxicated condition, He was cursing 
and announced his intention of remaining 
for some time. Cox told him that he must 
get out, explaining that he had positive 
orders to keep everybody out of the build- 
ing. 

Ezzard is alleged to have replfed with 
an oath that he would not leave, and when 
Cox attempted to eject him an altercation 
ensued and hot words passed. Besides 
these two principals in the affair, Mr. H., 
H. Watlker, who is also employed in the 
freight office in the capacity of clerk, was 
present. 

Cox requested Walker to telephone for 
an officer in order that the man might be 
taken away. Walker started to do so and 
was looking for the number of the police 
barracks in the telephone book when he 


heard Cox cry out: 

‘Keep. back!”’ 

Ezzard was advancing upon Cox with 
an open knife in his hand, while Cox was 
holding -his pistol.in his hand, As Ezzard 
continued to advance Cox raised his pistol 
and began to back through an open door- 
way leading into another room. - 

As he did so, he kept the pistol leveled 
on Ezzard and said: 

“Keep back, Ezzard, or I will shoot.” 

Ezzard continued tq advance, says 
Walker, holding his knife tightly in bis 
grasp. 

Cox tKen ‘fired’ and Ezzafd fell to the 
floor, while a stream of blood trickled 
away from the wound in his chest. 

Ambulance and Police Arrive. 

He lost consciousness at once and never 
regained it during the night. Cox was 
pale as death when he saw what he had 
done, but was perfectly cool. He bent over 
the dying man and agreed to care for bim 
until Walker could go in s@arch of a phy- 
sicilan. The young man did so and succeed- 
ed in finding Dr. Butler at the corner of 
Broad and Marietta streets. 

Dr. Butler did all in his power to stop the 
flow of blood that was fast ending the life 
of the man. He announced that the ball 
had penetrated the right lung. The Grady 
hospital was telephoned of the occurrerce 
and the ambulance was sent at once. 

Officer Coogler arrived about the same 
time as did the ambulance, and while the 
wounded man was being conveyed to the 
hospital Cox was on his way to the bar- 
racks. He was placed in cell 36 and made 
as comfortable as possible, a chair pro- 
vided for him and extra blankets put on 
his cot. : 

Cox Makes a Statement. 

Last night Cox made the following stete- 
ment: 

“I shot Bzzard in self-defense and only 
did it to preserve my life. The man was 
coming toward me with an open knife and 
would have reached me in a few seconds 
had I not fired. 

“Of course it is horrible to kill a man, 
and I regret it more than anything I ever 
did. I am a peaceable man and have al-

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)—News of 
Governor Atkinson’s respite today of Tom 
Allen was joyfully received by the prisoner 
this afternoon in the Bibb county jail. 

He expressed hir§self as very grateful to 
the governor. Allen believes that he will 
not be hanged. He has great faith in the 
ability of his counsel, Colonel J. W. Pres- 
ton, to save him from the gallows. Allen 
has been so near death frequently that he 
thinks his case will finally end in his com- 
mutation by the governor. Allen says he 
can now enjoy his Christmas dinner. His 
case is to be taken before the pardoning 
poard, and pending the organization of that 
body the governor respited Allen. 

Today, under the direction of Coroner 
Hollis, the body of the negro barber, Zeke 
Winn, who was murdered last Sunday 
morning, was exhunted, and the wounds 
on the head of the deceased were examined 
with the view of determining, if possible, 
if they were inflicted with a hatchet. The 
examination was made by Drs. Sullivan 
and Ward, but the head of the deceastd 
had been so badly battered that they could 
come to no positive conclusion as to the 
character of the weapon or instrument 
used.

SPITE LEADS TO ITS BETRAYAL 


Officers Will Be Guided Straight to 
the Spot. 


THERE THEY EXPECT SOME RESISTANCE 


Charge That Revenue Officers Are in 
Collusion with the Moonshine 
Chief and Go to His Den. 


Woodstock, Ga., December 24.—(Spectal.)— 
The revenue officers have just ieft this 
place on a raid which prom'ses to be one 
of the mast successful and exciting made 
in this county for many mon‘hs. 

The guide says the still to which he will 
conduct the officers is one of the largest 
of the kind in this county and :s run by 
one of the wealthiest and most rrominent 
men in the county. They have, he says, 
seventy-five fermenters, and from feur to 
six men work regularly at the siill. The 
still has been running almost day and 
night for the past six months, and they 
now have 5800 gallons of wh'sky stored 
away. The guide has armed himself to the 
teeth and says he will go with the offi- 
cers to the still and to the whisky that is 
stored away. 

The guide until a few days ago worked 
at the distillery, but having some differ- 
ences with some of the men or having been 
suspected of giving some information ccn- 
cerning the still, he was turned cff and 


told that he would have to leave the coun- 
try or dle. 


To Lead the Way.

The officers have gone 
heavily armed, with the expectiuiion of 
having trouble with the moonshiners, as the 
moonshiners have sworn to kill the guide, 
and the officers are determined to pro- 
tect h'm and to take the still and whisky, 
with all the men connected with it.

Getting Everything in Readiness for the 
Secret Execution. 


VISIT TO THE GRUESOME SCENE 


An Qld Father and Mother Visit Their 
Doomed Boy. 


HIS JOY UPON SEEING THEM AGAIN 


The Mother’s Gifts as Tokens of Af- 
fection—Tobacco from the Fa- 
ther—Gallows To Be in Sight. 


LaGrange, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)— 
A visit to Troup’s jail, to see the two con- 
demned negroes that are to be hanged on 
January 7th and the gallows upon which 
they are to be hanged, presented a rare 
sight, 

The Jail Interior. 

In the large prison room, in which set 
the strong iron cages that contain all the 
male negro prisoners, the death scene of 
Willie Smith and George Gill is soon to 
take place. The top of the iron cells from 
the concrete floor is just seven feet, ten 
inches. Above this top is the floor of the 
platform containing the death trap through 
which the bodies of the condemned negroes 
must soon pass swiftly to death. The gZal- 
lows is not yet up in position, but the piat- 
form, with the death trap, the crossbeams 
and the various portions of the death en- 
gine, are all there in readiness but will 
not be joined together in position until a 
short while before needed. 

The law requires all hangings in Georgia 
to be private, and thé commiss‘oners in 
having the execution to take place in the 
jail are endeavoring to comply strictly with 
the law. Across the cell hall about twelve 
or fifteen feet from where the 
structure of death is to be, in separate 
cells, are the two negroes, George Gill and 
Willie Smith, whose lives are to expiate 
the crime they have committed. 


George Gill’s Indifference. 


George Gil is a stout, black negro about 
six feet seven or eight inches tall, and is 
only about eighteen or nineteen years old. 
George says he is perfectly ready to §0, 
that he is going home to glory to return 
no more. He says he has seen two people 
hanged in his life, both in this county, but 
that, he never expected to be hanged himself. 
George does not seem to take it as seriously 
as one might suppose, but on the other 
hand has somewhat of the appearance that 
he will be the center of a great attraction. 
This appearance is not so much from what 
he says as the manner in which he says it. 

An Old Father and Mother. 

While the reporter was in the jail Jack 
and Epsie Smith, two old ante-bellum dar- 
kies who have alreay passed their three 
score years and ten, came in to see their 
boy, Willie Smith, who with his life is soon 
to pay for the crime he has committed. 
Will seems to realize fully that he is con- 
demned to die, and the troubled expres- 
sion he wears upon his face shows that he 
regards his condition as helpless. As the 
poor negro saw the old, wrinkled face of 
his black mother he rushed to the side of 
the cage where she was, saying: ‘Mother 
I am so glad to see you. 1 thought I would 
never see you again. Come close and kiss 
me through the bars.’’ As she did so lw 
reached his hand between the bars and 
lovingly stroked her upon the shoulder. 
The greeting, while tender and loving, was 
yet sad and pathetic and brought tears 
to the eyes of the three or four lookers-on. 


They Bring Presents. 

Immediately after it was over the old 
woman took from out of a clean flour sack 
a piece of boiled meat. some fruit ples and 
a lot of ginger cakes, saying: ‘‘Here, 
honey, is something good I have brought.’’ 
From another sack she took a lot of clean 
clothes, telling her son she wanted him to 
keep clean as long as he lives. 

The old father brought his son a piece 
of nice tobacco and also gave him a dime 
with which to buy more when it gave out. 

Amid all the sadness of the occasion oc- 
curred an incident that was both amusing 
and showed the superstition of the negro 
race. The boy felt in his pocket and took 
from it a piece of a tooth and handed it 
to his father, saying: ‘‘Take this home 
and burn it. I pulled it out some time ago.” 
The old man carefully placed it in nis old 
sleek money purse, where he would not lose 
it. The old parents continually admonished 
their son to trust in God; that He was 
above and over all, and that if he would 
pray and trust Him, God would help him. 


BOY IN EATONTON STABBED. 


Frank Paschael Slays Malcolm Wilson 
While Shooting Fireworks. 

Batonton, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)— 
While shooting fireworks tonight, young 
Frank Paschael and Sterling Wilson got 
into a dispute about some minor affair and 
Wilson’s older brother, Malcolm, took his 
part. After a few moments’ scuffling 
Frank’ Paschael stabbed Mialcom in the 
breast with a knife. Malcom staggered 
and fell and was immediately carried to 
his father’s store. The doctor was sum- 
moned, but of no avail. Malcom died in 
a few moments. 

This terrible occurrence has produced 
much sadness in Eatonton. Both boys are 
sons of prominent men of this city. Frank 
Paschael has left the town and cannot be 
found.

WENT THE WOLVES 


Georgia Farmer Attacked by a Pack 0 
Snarling Beasts. 


HIS WITS WERE WITH HIM 


Threw the Wolves One by One Into a 
Well Close By. 


FIVE FOUND THERE THE FOLLOWING DAY 


Bigeest Pack of Wolves Seen in North 
Georgia for Five Years Was That 
Which Marvin Downed.

Calhoun, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)— 
George Marvin, a farmer living at the base 
of the Gohutta mountains, had an advent- 
ure with wolves the other night which he 
will remember as long as he lives, for it 
was by the merest good fortune that he is 
alive today. 

Marvin Hves on one of those isolated 
mountain farms common in Gilmer and 
Fannin counties, and his nearest neighbor 
is about six miles away. 

He bought two pigs and put them in a 
pen near the house, and that night the 
mountaineer and his family retired at the 
usual! hour. 

They were early awakened by the squeal- 
ing of the pigs in the pen and Marvin got 
up -and rushed out to see what was the 
matter. As he approached the pen he ob- 
served quite a commotion about it and dis- 
cerned what appeared to be a number of 
large black dogs in and around the pen. 
He rushed to the pen and was immediate- 
ly attacked by half a dozen or more wolves. 
He was wholly unprepared for such an en- 
counter and as the brutes sprang at his 
breast he could do nothing but knock them 
off with his fists, which he did successfully 
for several moments. 

He Kept His Wits. 

Marvin’s great presence of mind served 
him well at this juncture. He knew it 
would not do to stoop down in order to 
search for. a club or any other vwreapon, 
thus incurring the risk of being irarnediate- 
ly overpowered by the whole pack, but 
while beating the wolves off with his fisis 
he walked slowly backward, feeling the 
ground with his feet in the hope of stum- 
bling upon an ax or some loose wagon 
spokes which he knew to be scattered about 
the yard. He failed to find anything, how- 
ever, that would be of any assistance to 
him, but soon stumbled against the sills 
which inclosed an open well. 

Threw Them in a Well. 

A happy thought occurred to him and 
bracing himself beside the well he flung the 
first wolf that leaped at him into it. A 
splash and a how] told him that he was rid 
of one enemy, but the others were renewing 
the attack with savage fury, and as they 
came at him one after another was dex- 
terously landed in the well. When the 
fight was over (Marvin was almost dead 
from loss of blood, his clothing having 
been torn into shreds and numerous deep 
cuts made in his breast and arms by the 
claws and teeth of the animals. 

Five Wolves Drowned. 


Upon examination of the well next morn- 
ing it was found to contain the bodies of 
five full grown wolves, the first seen in 
that immediate locality for five years. In 
other remote mountain sections, however, 
wolves are quite numerous and their depre- 
dations cause considerable loss to the 
mountaineer stock raisers. 

Marvin has been confined to his bed since 
his desperate encounter and will not be 
able to go about for some time yet.

CHARGES AGAINST CAPT. CARTER 


He Is Accused of Several Acts Unbe- 
coming an Ofifcer and Gentleman. 
Savannah, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)— 
Information came from Washington today 
to the effect that the charges against Cap- 
tain O. M. Carter consist technically in 
consp-racy, embezzlement, misappropria- 
tion of public funds and conduct unbecom- 

ing an officer and a gentleman. 

It is explained, however, that all of them 
grow practically out of the fact that it 
is alleged that the specifications for doing 
the work in the Savannah river, on Cum- 
berland Sound, at Jekyl Creek, and other 
places were not complied with, or in other 
words that the materials such as mat- 
tresses and stone used were of an inferior 
quality. Therefore, it is held legally that 
there was no contract, and that all money 
pa'd out for the work was peid out itle- 
gally.

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MAYOR'S TAX PLAN 


A SPLENDID ONE 


Works Relief to Both the City and Its 
Taxpayers. 


BIG ANNUAL SAVING RESULTS 


Method Has Proved a 
Thorough Success. 


Installment 


TALK WITH MAYOR COLLIER REGARDING IT 


Explains the Difference in Systems 
and Points Out the Advantage 
of the Present Plan. 


One of the principal reforms of Mayor 
Collier’s first year of municipal manage- 
ment is the complete revolution of the 
system of paying taxes. 

When Mayor Collier entered office he 
found the city forced to pay out each 
year between $6,000 and $7,000 interest on 
money borrowed to tide over city affairs 
during the summer. 

He began work at once on a plan to re- 
lieve this situation, and despite the prophe- 
cies of those who preferred the plan then 
in vogue, worked out a scheme that has 
passed the mere plausible stage and has 
proved practicable to perfection. 

The new plan is one which permits the 
payment of ttaxes in installments, thus 
making taxes less burdensome. In refer- 
ence to the change of tax system Mayor 
Collier makes the following statement to 
The Constitution: 

“In reply to your fnquiry for a statement 
as to the manner in which the new taxing 
system has worked, it will be necessary, 
in order to give a clear understanding of 
this matter, to advert briefly to the old 
system. 

“Prior to the present year city taxes 
were Que and payable on the 20th of Sep- 
tember, a périod of the year when, in fa- 
vorable times, money was invariably scarce. 
Taxes not paid by this time went into 
fi. fa., and the costs became an additional 
burden to the tax payér. While this 
amount was not large, still in the case of 
small tax payers it represented a very con- 
siderable increase in the amount of their 
indebtedness. In addition to this, interest 
commenced to run against the tax payer 
from the date of the fi. fa. 

‘“Tnasmuch as the bulk of the city’s work 
in the shape of public improvements must 
necessarily be done in the spring, summer 
and fall months, it became necessary under 
this system of taxation to borrow money 
to tide over this time and meet the neces- 
sary demands. The charter surplus and 
sinking fund, amounting to approximately 
$225,000, which each council is required to 
turn over to the succeeding council, would 
be, in the natural order of events, expend- 
ead by the Ist or 15th of April; consequently 
at that time it became necessary for the 
city to make temporary loans. These loans 
amounted ordinarily to the full charter limit 
—$200,000—and were repaid out of the tax 
collections in October and November. In 
order to still further supplement this sum, 
it was the custom to allow a discount, 
generally 2 to 2% per cent, for what was 
called the June payments, up to an amount 
of $100,000, and sometimes as high as $150,000, 
so that the city, in addition to being com- 
pelled to pay interest on the $200,000 borrow- 
ed, which usually ran from six to seven 
months, lost the discount for prompt pay- 
ment in June, amounting from $2,500 to 
$3,000 or $3.500 per month, go that with the 
interest and discounts the old system cost 
the city from $6.000 to $7.000 or $7,500. 

“The new system, which has been in 
vogue during the present vear, provided for 
the payment of one-fourth of the taxes in 
April, one-fourth in July and the remainder 
in October. The practical working of this 
plan has been most satisfactory. and the 
city has not only not been under the neces- 
sity of making anv loan, but has also been 
in condition to save the discount usually 
paid in June, and has had an average daily 
balance of at least $100,000 throuchout the 
year. The direct saving to the city by tho 
plan has been from $6,000 to $7,00, and the 
burdens upon the tax payers have been 
very materially lessened in enabling them 
to meet their taxes in installments. 

“The new system gives the city the 
money needed for its various purposes at 
times when the monev can be used. and 
enables the officials of the city to form a 
more intelligent estimate of the amount 
and character of work that the city can 
perform during any given year. 

“Naturally, this being the first year. 
there was some little’ confusion with the 
first and second payments; but I am satia- 
fied that the system is an abundant suc- 
cess, and that these trivial inconveniences 
that necessarily accompany any change 
of plan that has been in operation so lone 
as the old system will disappear with an- 
other year. 

“The collecting department of the city 
report that everything has moved along 
smoothly, and that the tax payers have 
universally approved an@ commended the 
system.

The approaching celebra- 
tion, therefore, will occur in October 
1901, nearly four years hence, As the 
occasion will be one of the most impos- 
ing which Great Britain has ever known, 
the movement to signalize it properly 
has been inaugurated none too soon.

He neither shakes the tree 
nor uses a pole, but quietly, deliberate- 
ly, even gently climbs up and gets the 
persimmon, and those who know say 
that he can be heard to smack his 
mouth over it, being satisfied with the 
taste and gratified with the knowledge 
that he has fairly earned it. 

But there are other reasons why Brer 
"Possum is your true politician. When 
pushed too hard he will walk a line 
fence for half a mile, and frequently de- 
ceives in this way the wisest of pursuers. 
And then, it frequently happens that he 
climbs one tree, and when that is cut 
down he is found to be in another and 
a different tree. Or you can down a big 
tree and find that he is no bigger than 
your fist. And when caught he is not 
alive at all, being apparently dead and 
done for, but ready to come to life at 
the proper time. 

All this is so typical that we rejoice in 
the custom the Coweta Club has estab- 
lished of inviting the politicians to dis- 
cuss Brer ’Possum every year. He is 
worthy of both discussion and study. 
The Newnan ‘possum supper is not a 
clannish affair. It tolerates ~ neither 
cliques nor cliquers. Its invitations go. to 
all parts of the state, to all prominent 
politicians and to all probable candi- 
dates. Among the invited guests are all 
the gentlemen whose names have been 
mentioned in connection with the guber- 
natorial nomination. 

This gives an opportunity for a speci- 
ally enjoyable love feast and jollification 
and we have no doubt the occasion will 
be one long to be remembered.

Why jtthe Bank ‘Failed. 

All who know Mr. William M. Singer- 
ly, of The Philadelphia Record, will re- 
gret the misfortune that has overtaken 
him and will sympathize with him in 
his business troubles. 

While this is true, and while our own 
sympathy goes out to him very strongly, 
we cannot fail to remember that the 
editor of The Record has been a most 
violent promoter of the gold standard. 
We have no doubt that he is sincere in 
his belief. This is demonstrated by the 
fact that he deliberately preached in 
favor of the gold standard, and at the 
same time tried to carry on a productive 
industry under its operations. He was 


| president of a bank, and at the same 


time owner of a paper and pulp mill. 
The securities of this mill, which were 

gilt-edged when he negotiated them, 

became a part of the assets of his bank; 


but under the operations of the gold 


standard, money kept on growing 
“sounder” than the products of his mill. 
At first the paper made by the mill could 
be sold for 10 cents a hundred, but the 
price has fallen to less than 2 cents. 
Money has grown so much sounder than 
the product of the mill that the latter 
will not command one-fifth as much of 
the former as it did when the securities 
were taken up by the bank. 

Naturally the depreciation of the pro- 
duct was followed by a depreciation of 
the securities, so that the bank, by hitch- 
ing its fortunes to a productive industry 
has been dragged down. It is a grievous 
misfortune, but it is only one of the 
myriad object lessons which the appreci- 
ation of money under the gold standard 
has given the public an opportunity to 
study. 

The day before the bank of which Mr 
Singerly was president failed The Record 
said editorially: 

Currency in the United States is so abun- 
dant that it cannot be loaned to advantage. 
We are actually loaning the gold balances 
due us on the sales of exported stuffs to 
European borrowers, instead of bringing 
the gold to the United States, because 
money brings a higher rate of interest in 
London, Paris and Berlin than in New 
York. Our paper notes thus serve to keep 
gold out of this country. Another signifi- 


cant proof of the redundancy of our cur- 


rency is the rapid retirement of national 
bank notes. The voluntary retirements for 


the first twenty days of December have 


reached the sum of $3,000,000. So large an 
amount has not been retired tn any one 
month during the last ten years. 

No man who believes in the gold stan- 
dard and has any knowledge of the cer- 
tain results it is sure to bring about will 
permit himself to be financially connect- 
ed with any ordinary productive indus- 
try. That Editor Singerly was both sin- 


cere in his belief in the gold standard 


and ignorant of its effects is shown by 
the fact that he has permitted his pulp 
and paper mill to drag down a financial 
institution that was otherwise in perfect 
condition. 

It is a calamity that we are grieved 
to record, but since it has occurred, the 


old moral—that falling prices take 
money out of the pockets of the people 
whose financial condition makes and un- 
makes prosperity in this country and 
in all other countries. 

We cannot have prosperity unless pro- 
ducers can get a fair profit for their 
commodities and labor a fair return for 
its work. That is the fundamental law 
of economy, recognized by all students 
and all authorities. When it is violated 
the result ig what we see in this country 
today. 
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Austrian Federation.. 

The United States of Australia will in 
all likelihood come into existence before 
the present century expires. 

This prediction is made regardless of 
the fact that Queensland and New Zea- 
land still hold aloof. from entering the 
proposed federation. With five of 
the Australian colonies wildly in favor 
of the idea of federation, the two re- 
maining colonies are bound to come over 
ere long. 

But the federation can be formed 
without waiting for the acquiescense of 
Queensland and New Zealand, and such 
is likely to be the case. From what can 
be gathered from recent news dispatches 
it seems that the five colonies which are 
already anxious to federate intend to fix 
upon some definite plan of union within 
the next few months, extending to 
Queensland and New Zealand the prrivi- 
lege of entering the federation later. 

Some idea of the immense character of 
the proposed federation: may be derived 
from the fact that the Australian coulo- 
nies which are now: ready to enter the 
union cover 2,300,000 square miles and 
contain 3,074,998 inhabitants. Under 
the proposed federation the progress of 
the colonies will be more decided than 
at any time heretofore. 

If Australia follows in the wake of 
Canada will it not score another triumph 
for the American principle? | 
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Mayor Collier’s First Year. 

The first year of Mayor Collier’s ad- 
ministration has been characterized by 
the strictest business methods, and at 
least one reform important enough to at- 
tract general attention has been intro- 
duced, 

We refer to the method introduced by 
Mayor Collier of collecting the city 
taxas on the installment plan. This 
plan not only gives immense relief to 
the smaller taxpayers who find ‘t diffi- 
cult at any season to meet the demands 
of the city, but saves to the municipal 
treasury (as cempared with the system 
formerly in vogue) the comfortable sum 
of $7,000 a year, which would otherwise 
be lost to the city in interest on money 
borrowed and in discounts to secure 
early payments of taxes. 

When taxes fell due in September the 
city was always compelled to borrow 
money to tide it over from May to Oc- 
tober or November, and the temporary 
loan usually reached the full charter 
limit of $200,000. In addition to this, it 
was the custom to allow a discount on 
taxes paid in June. Interests and dis- 
counts averaged $7,000 a vear. This 
amount has been saved to the city by 
the installment plan of collect- 
ing taxes, and, in addition, the re- 
form has been a most. substantial 
relief to those taxpayers who would 
be compelled to borrow or make 
some sacrifice if obliged to pay their 
assessment in the lump. 

More than this, the prompt and de- 


ecisive measures taken by the mayor in| 


the matter of handling the refugees from 
the fever districts are entitled to the high- 
est praise. The work of sanitation has 
been carried to a state of very high per- 
fection in the city, and this was the 
necessary supplement of the opening of 
Atlanta’s gates to the refugees. 

In short, the administration of May- 
or Collier has been marked by a prompt- 
ness and a decision that are sometimes 
sadly lacking in the management of mu- 
nicipal affairs, and he has given his per- 
sonal and direct attention to the inter- 
ests of the city in a way that is worthy 
of the highest praise. 

The Constitution, therefore, -wishes 
you a merry Christmas, Mayor Collier.

I introduced my friend, 
Newman Hall, whom I thought Carlyle 
must have heard of. His reply to my friend 
was: ‘An’ where do ye live, sir?’ Newman 
Hall’s top hammer came down with a rum- 
ble, as the sailors say. I spoke of John 
Bright’s popularity in America, and Car- 
lyle said: ‘John Brnght’s nothing but a 
Manchester bobman. He ought to go to 
parliament with a strap around his waist 
an’ samples in his pocket.’

Some of the Ferils Incident to This 
Frozen Region. 


Siberian Letter in London Chronicle. 
There are so many interesting things that 
can be written about Siberia as to render it 
difficult to select for notice in a brief article 
those which present the greatest attraction. 
But some incidents connected with travel- 
ing on the frozen rivers should be noticed, 
since they appear to be peculiar to the 
country in question. It sounds, *pernaps, 
somewhat like a traveler’s tale to be told 
that. at a certain time in winter, the greut- 
er the frost the greater is the danger from 
water. Nevertheless, such fs the case. The 
smaller rivers are constantly frozen to the 
very bottom and the jnhabitants are then 


competled to cut out solid blocks of ice and | 


melt them in their homes in order to obtain 
that liquid. On a great river like the Amur, 
of which the total length exceeds 2,000 miles 
and where the number of tributary streams 
is very great, the ice is often five feet thick 
in the deeper parts, while in the more shal- 
low places the stream is frozen througnout 
despite the extremely swift current, Against 
this current the river steamers can do from 
four to six miles an hour, whereas, going 
with the stream, they can travel upward of 
sixteen miles in the same time, which gives 
some idea of its strength. About the begin- 
ning of February, when the intensely se- 
vere frost has lasted for some months, wa- 
ter begins to come down from the upper 
sources, and passing beneath the bed of 
rough ice, continues on its way until it 
comes to a spot where the solid wall blocks 
its further progress, 

The water continues to accumulate until 
one of two things must inevitably happen 
—either the wall is broken through, leaving 
a sufficiently thick layer of ice for traffic, 
or e.se the water forces its way upward 
to the surface, if unable to pierce a road 
underneath. In the latter event the water 
overflows until stopped by rougn ice, and 
then freezes. But it does not, and cannot 
freeze to a thickness capable of bearing a 
laden vehicle and horses, in the space of a 
few hours. These “nalyedy,”” as they are 
called, the name signifying ‘‘water on the 
ice.” are often a couple of feet and more in 
depth, and in the night time especially, one

NO HORNS AND FEW BOMBS 


Great Throngs of Shoppers in the 
Streets All Day. 


HOW ONE KID DODGED THE POLICE 


Fired Several Cannon Crackers on 
Whitehall, but Was Not Caught. 
Doings of the Day. 


Mayor Collier’s proclamation had its ef- 
fect. There was much 4ifference between 
this Christmas eve and ‘that of 1896. With 
the exception of a good number of roseate- 
hued tipplers, who were too enthusiastic 


from too much booze, the evening passed | 


quietly. There were no tin horns, no siz- 
zling roman candles and but few cannon 
crackers on the streets.

By 6 o’clock it was 
impossible to walk Whitehall with any 
comfort, and many were forced to take the 
middle of the street. The clerks in the 
stores were overwhelmed, and hundreds 
of people were forced to leave the varicus 
establishments after having waited - for 
some time without having been waited on. 

But notwithstanding the official edict as 
to crackers, the small boy was in evidence 
as usual. Nor did he play in his back yard 
altogether. The shoppers on Whigehal> 
were occasionally shocked by the expipsion 
of a cracker at their very feet.

FOR SMUGGLING 


Government Officer Brings Charge Against 
an Atiantian. 


ARREST WAS MADE YESTERDAY 


The Case Was Postponed Until This 
Morning. 


LEE SAYS THAT HE IS INNOCENT 


The Government Has Been Defraudei 
vf Thousands of Dollars, Says a 
Washington Official. 


Atianta has the first real, genuine case of 
sm ling in her history. 

rEetrday morning Mr. R. C. Olds, spe- 
cial spector from the special agent of 
the United States treasury @epartment, 
caused Mr. E. H. Lee to be arrested, 
charged with smuggling. “Mr. Lee emphat- 
ically denies that he is guifty of being a 
smuggler. He will be tried before Judge 
Broyles this morning at 9:30. 

The arrest of Mr. Lee uncovers one of 
the largest smuggling schemes ever work- 
ed in America. According to Mr. Olds. 
there is a tremendous scheme on foot and 
the smugglers have agents all over the 
Inited States. Other arrests will follow 
and Mr. Olds says he has-evidence against 
fifteen or twenty men who, he says, are 
implicated. 

The gigantic smuggling machine, accord- 
ing to the government agent, is controlled 
by a Canadian firm called Radcliffe, Moore 
& Co. This company has headquarters at 
Toronto, Canada. It is claimed that the 
company has agents all over the country 
to sell coal tar preparations. These prepa- 
rations are very costly German drugs of 
several varieties. Anti-kamnia, salol, phen- 
ascetine and a half dozen other names are 
given to the different products of coal tar. 

The company employs its agents by the 
circular scheme. It is said that the firm 
sends circulars all over the country to the 
drug salesmen, offering wonderful induce- 
ments to them to act as agents for the 
foal tar manufacturers. It is alleged that 
the drug is smuggled across the Canadian 
borders in large quantities and supplied to 
the agents at a figure which enables them 
to undersel] the regular druggists by over 
5) per cent. 

The majority of the coal tar preparations 
are made in Germany by the manufactur- 
ing firm of Baers. Heavy duties are im- 
posed on the product, and the tax runs the 
price up to about $1 an ounce. The agents 
of the smugeling firm have been selling this 
high priced drug at 35 cents an ounce, or 
shout a third of its actual cost where the 
duty has been paid. 

tt is charged that Mr. Lee sold 2,500 
ounces of the smuggled drugs. He claims 
that he is an innocent party to the trans- 
‘getions and declares he is not guilty of the 
eharges. 

A smuggling case in an inland town is 
the rarest thing imaginable and Atlanta 
has never had a real case of smuggling be- 
fore. The first alleged case of smuggling 
was during Pledger’s administration as col- 
lector of customs. At that time a street 
fakir was here selling goods which he 
claimed to be silk. He sold the goods at 
the price of calico and@ the authorities felt 
eertain that his stock must have been 
smuggled, else he could not sell it so cheap. 
“The alleged smuggler was tried and several 
prominent merchants testifled. All of them 
said that the goods sold by the fakir was 
not silk, but a very poor quality of cctton 
goods, which was realty not worth the 
. price aft which it sold. This settle@ Atlan- 
ta’s first smuggler, who was promp‘ly ec- 
quitted. 

The next suspected case was that of a 
woman who had an exhibit at the Atlarta 
exposition. Hers was not a real czse of 
Sinuggling and the case was dismissed. 
Mr. Lee says he does not know whether 


ihe drugs were smuggled; he only knows } 


that he was acting in good faith.

TO CHANGE TROUSERS PATTERN. 


South Carolina May Imprison Any One 
Who Has a Hip Pocket. 

Columbia, S. C., December £4.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Joseph A. McCullough, member of the 
house of representatives from Greenville, is 
going to try to stop the killings in South 
Carolira by instituting a kind of dress re- 
form. He has prepared a bill that will 
doubtless be one of many on the same sub- 
ject to be introduced in the legislature, to 
prevent carrying concealed weapons. The 
bill makes it unlawful to wear what ise 
known as a “hip pocket’’ in the rear of 
trousers or coat, and fixes the minimum 
penalty for the violation of the law at six 
months imprisonment and $100 fine. 

The bill also provides that if for any 
reason a person wishes to wear a pistol 
he shall apply to the clerk of court, who, 
if he considers the reasons given by the 
applicant sufficient, shall grant him per- 
mission to carry a deadly weapon. The 
clerk of the court will also supply the said 
person with a badge, which shall be worn 
on the outside of the lapel of the coat or in 


some other conspicuous place.

RAIN TO FALL BEFORE NIGHT 


A Nortwest Blizzard Is Cantering This 
Way. 


THAT IS WHAT MR, MARBURY SAYS 


He Explains the Situation and Tells 
Why Old Jupiter Pluvius Is So 
Unkind. : 


The weather man, contrary to his first 
promise, will give Atlanta a touch of bad 
weather on this Christmas day. It is not 


his fault, he says. 

Rain, nasty, cold and raw, will probably 
be falling in Atlanta before nightfall, and a 
disagreeable blizzard may be trying to rob 
Christmas of its pleasures. 

The threatened change in the weather 
was entirely unexpected. It develops that 
the promise of good weather was not made 
from local weather conditions, but was the 
work of a weather official in far off Wash- 
ington. The local weather officials have to 
issue the forecasts in accordance with the 
Washington prophecy, and this caused all 
the trouble and disappointment. 

When the weather official reached Kis 
office yesterday he was disappointed at the 
indications. The forecast was for cloudy 
weather, and before sundown yetserday the 
clouds had begun to gather. 

Mr. Marbury, chief forecast official of the 
Atlanta weather bureau, had the follow- 
ing to say in regard to the Christmas 


weather: 

‘rom the general appearance of the map 
this morning it is a little doubtful as to 
the kind of weather Atianta will have for 
Chrismas. It loows very much as if it 
would not be clear, and there is a slight 
probability that we may have rain before 
the day ends; the aif ‘will likely be damp 
ana raw, about as cold early in the morn- 
ing as it wis this morning, with a tendency 
tu rising temperature during the day. 

“The area of high. barometer that has 
been moving eastward for the past few 
days, and to whose influence is due our pres- 
eut cold spell, is now centered in the Ohio 
valley near Cincinnati, and there is an area 
of lower barometer advancing from the 
extreme nofthwest. It was central to the 
northwest of tne Vakotas, too far off te tell 
just how extensive it is, or its eXact course 
across the United States. It is more than 
hikely the high will drift eastward and pass 
out seaward over the middle Allantlic COast, 
about Virginia and Maryiand, by tomorrow. 
This is indicated by the general course of 
the isobars in fr@nt of its center. if this 
course is followed witn the usual rapidity 
of these areas at this season, our winds 
will come from the northeast early in the 
day, veering to east and southeast iater on. 
These winds, coming us they do, from the 
ocean, will be laden with moisiure. On 
coming in contact with currents of air of 
lower temperature this moisture is con- 
densed in the form of clouds at first, and 
if the temperature change is sufficiently 
great and sudden, rain wiil follow. 

“The low in the northwest will follow in 
the wake of the high and unite with it, 
causing an easterly drift of air’from the 


ocean, and will be the chief agent in giv- 


ing rising temperature. 

“The influence of these forces is already 
felt in the extreme south and southwest. 
Throughout the south the weather this 
morning was cloudy, and rain was falling 
in southwestern Texas. 

“The cold wave covered the entire coun- 
try this morning from the Mississippi to 
the Atlantic. At New York city the tem- 
perature was 10 degrees above zero, at 
Washington, D. C., 16, at Buffalo 4 degrees, 
Pittsburg 8 degrees, Cincinnati 12, and At- 
lanta 28 degrees. The east and northeast 
are experiencing their coldest weather of 
the season today,.”’

The Railroads ef the United States Add 
; 1,364 Miles. 
TOTAL IS NOW ABOVE 184,000 


Georgia Stands Fourth Among States 
in New Construction. 


THE SOUTHERN STATES ARE IN THE LEAD 


From 1887 Up to 1895 the Mileage 
Decreased Steadily, but Last 
Year It Began To Grow. 


Georgia stands fourth in the list of 
states for new railroad construction this 
year, with 119 miles to her credit. Cali- 
fornia came first, with 210 miles; Louisiana 
second, with 145 miles, and Michigan third, 
with 133 miles. So Georgia was up near 
the front, except as to California, which 
made a great spurt for these times. Geor- 
gia has been doing a good share of the 
pew construction for the past five years, 
-and during that time, when most states 
had very little to show, this state has 
gone very near the first place and ene 
year she did lead. 

Railway building is a sign of the t'mes. 
When times are very hard iittle building 
is done, because it is difficult to raise the 
money, and again for the reason that 


‘when business is dull a rallroad’s earn- 


ings fall off. 

This year the roads which were in the 
business made more money than théy did 
in 1896 and new construction iacreased 
just a little. The big year for new rail- 
roads was 7, when 12,983 miles were 
built. From that year until 1895 the new 
mileage steadily decreased until it dwin- 
died down to 1,303 miles. Last year there 
was a small increase, with a total of 
1.848 miles, and this year the amount is 
1,864 miles, 

The greater part of the new work dcre 
this year has been in the last six months. 
From January to July earnings did not 
show much improvement and capital 
could not be obtained for new lines. But 
after the roads began to make a better 
showing companies were enabled to float 
their bonds and go on with their work. 
The Railway Age says that its records 
show twenty lines on which 400 miles of 
track laying is in progress now, and, by the 
way, The Railway Age collects the rreost 
accurate data on this subject to be ob- 
tained in the United States.

LIOUOR MEASURE 
IS NOW COMPLETE 


‘Judge Anderson Has Drawn Up the 


Compromise Ordinance. 


WILL PROBABLY PASS COUNCIL 


Wholesalers and Retailers Can Sell by 
the Quart, 


THE DRUGGISTS ARE KNOCKED OUT 


No Liguor Allowei To Be Sold in Con- 
nection with Other Business—The 
Text of Ordinance. 


City Attorney James A. Anderson has 
drawn up the new liquor ordinance adopted 
by the police and ordinance committees 
last Tuesday afternoon. 

The measure seems to be generally re- 
garded among those interested as the most 
equitable solution of the problem, and will 
probably be passed by council Thursday 
afternoon, ° 

The ordinance taxes wholesalers $200 per 
annum and ad valorem for the privilege 
of selling quarts. The retailer is allowed 
to sell any quantity he chooses, Whe drug 
stores are not allowed to sell liquor as a 
beverage at all, but may keep in stock 
Such whiskies, etc., as may be necessary 
in the compounding of prescriptions. 

The full text of the measure is as fol- 
lows: 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council of the city of Atlan- 
ta that an ordinance published as section 
&y6 of the code of 1891, and the same is 
hereby amended by inserting after «he 
words, ‘in advance,’ at the end of the fourth 
line of said section as published, the words 
‘And the holder of such retail license shall 
be privileged to sell spirituous or spiritu- 
ous and malt liquors not only in quantities 
less than one quart, but such larger 
quantities as purchasers for consumption 
many desire.’ And by striking from the 
sixth line of said section as published the 
words, ‘one hundred’ and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words ‘two hundred and ifty 
so that said section when amended will 
read as follows: 

“Section 896. The price of each license 
to retail spirituous or spirituous and malt 
liquors shall be at the rate of $1,000 per an- 
num, andthe clerk’s fee of 8 cents, which 
in each case may be paid quarterly in ad- 
vance, and the holder of such retail license 
shall be privileged to sell spirituous or sp.t- 
ituous and malt liquors not only in quanti- 
ties less than one quart, but also in such 
larger quantities as purchasers for con- 
sumption may desire. The price of each 
license to retail jager beer and malt l- 
quors shall be at the rate of $250 per an- 
num and a clerk’s fee of # cents, payable 
quarterly in advance, 


Firms Must Be Bona Fide. 


“Section 2. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid that the ordinance codi- 
tied as section 88% of the code of 1891 be 
and the same is hereby amended by adding 
after the word ‘spirits’ at the end of the 
last line of said section as published, the 
words ‘and provided also that no whole- 
sale liquor license shall be granted ex- 
cept to persons, firms or corporations bona 
fide engaged or intending to engage in the 
wholesale trade in liquors,’ so that the said 
section, when amended, may read as fol- 
lows: 

‘“Seaction 88. All persons, firms, corpora-~ 
tions or companies desiring to engage in 
the sale of spirituous or malt liquors at 
wholesale in said city, shall make written 
application to the mayor and general coun- 
ceil for such privilege, and the said mayor 
and general council may in their discretion 
grant or refuse such privilege upon each 
application made; provided that no such 
privilege shall be granted to carry on such 
business at any place in said city outside 
of the limits prescribed for the retail cf 
ardent spirits, and provided also that no 
wholesale liquor license shall be granted 
to persons, firms or corporations bona fide 
engaged or intend'ng to engage in the 
wholesale trade ‘in liquors. 

“Section 8. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That from and after 
the thirty-first day of March. 1898, it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or corpo- 
ration dealing in spirituous or malt liquors 
otherwise than under a retail l'cense arant- 
ed by the mayor and general] council of the 
city of Atianta to sel! such liquors in less 
quantities than one quart. what are known 
to the trade as commercial quarts being 
reckoned as quarts in the meaning of this 
ordinance: nor shall it be lawful for such 
dealers when selling goods by the guart or 
upward to permit the same to be used in 
the premises where sald or kept by the 
purchaser in the store of the dealer for such 
consumption. 

“Section 4. Be it further ordained hy the 
authority aforesaid, That dealers in liquors 
at wholesale shall conform to the reat la- 
tions for opening and closing saloons pre- 
scribed hy existing ordinances. and such 
as may be hereafter made, and shall also 
conform ta the laws and ordinances pre- 
venting the sale or furnishing of liquors on 
election davs, @hristmas days. Sundays and 
other holidav: on which retail saloons are 
required to be closed. 


Knocks Out the Druggists. 


“Section 5. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That liquors shail not 
be sold at wholesale or retail in connection 
with any other business, except that deal- 
ers in liquors at wholesale or retail may 
carry in stock tobacco, cigars and similar 
goods usually constituting the part of the 
stock of a liquor store or saloon. 

“Section 6. Be it further ordained by the 


authority aforesaid, That it shall be unlaw- 


ful to sell liquors at wholesale or retail in 
connection with drugs or in irug stures, 
provided that the compounding of liquors 
with drugs as part of prescriptions bona 
fide made by reputable physicians «in the 
treatment of diseases, shall not constitute 
a violation of this ordinance. 

“Section 7. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That a violation of 
any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
subject the offender, upon conviction there- 
of. to punishment by fine not exceeding 
$100, or imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
days, either or both in the discretion of the 
recorder’s court, and such conviction shall 
work a forfeiture of the license of the offen- 


-der or dealer in whosé place the offense oc- 


urs. 
. “Section & Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That the current tax 
ordinance be and the same is hereby 
amended by striking out the figures ‘Sv 
where they occur in the eighth line of the 
division under the letter “L,”’ on page 24 
of said ordinance; as published, and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the figures 200, so that 
said line when amended shall read as fol- 
lows: ‘Liquors, beer or wine at wholesale 
c e intent of this amendment is to 
fix the ‘registration tax on wholesale liquor 
dealers at $200 per annum instead of 
annum, | 
Pe Bection 9. Be it further ordained by. the 
authority aforesaid, That all ordinances 
and parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions of this ordinance be, and 
are hereby repealed, but this ordinance 
shall not be construed to repeal any of the 
restrictions heretofore thrown around the 
liquor traffic by existing ordinances.”’

Mr. Sam Burbank’s return to Atlanta as 
su ntendent for the Metropolitan Life 
Ingurance Company of New York, is a 
high compliment to him, Prior to last Feb- 
ruary, he represented Armour & Co., the 
meat packers, He voluntarily gave up his 
position and went to New York to famil- 
larize himself with the life insurance busi- 
nese. He went into the Metropolitan’s home 
office and was given every facility there 
to learm He studied the company’s meth- 
ods closely and became so proficient that 
the company offered him the position of 
district superintendent in Atlanta, 

Civil service is the rule in the Metropoli- 
tan. It is customary with it to promote as- 
sistant superintendents to superintenden- 
cies, but when Mr. Dorney was transferred 
from here to Louisville, Mr. Burbank was 
offered the vacant position and he accepted. 
He has charge of the agents in Atlanta, 
Macon and Columbua The Metropolitan 
differs from most of the regular old line 
companies in that it pays particular atten- 
tion to the industrial class and citizens who 
rarely save anything from their earnings. 
The company pays death claims as soon 
as presented, if they are all right. In the 
home office, it is said that the gun never 
gets on a just claim unpaid. Even on 
Christmas, a part of the office force will 
be in the office to examine and pay legiti- 
mate claims. The reason fo® this prompt- 
ness is to enable the poor to get money 
immediately for necessary expenses in the 
event of death. A very comfortable salary 
goes with Mr. Burbank’s position. 


The total fire loss in the United States 
for this year will be very close to $100,000,- 
000, The average fire loss per day is more 
than $250,000. Every week the fire loss in 
the United States is nearly $2,000,000. That 
fs near .the average. Some weeks it is 
higher and again it is lower, but week in 
and week out, nearly $2,000,000 of property 
is burned up in the country between Sun- 
day morning and Saturday midnight. 

Claims for fire losses always come with 
a rush immediately after Christmas. Usu- 
ally the claims are small, especially in At- 
lanta. There is always more fire during the 
holidays. Everybody wants to celebrate 
with fireworks. This is an inherited trait.

It has come 
fo be generally recognized that large im- 
ports of goid will be necessary to settie our 
existing trade balance with Europe. But 
the present hardness of money here, it was 
supposed, would be of short duration and 
would thus defer the gold movement as 
long as high rates continue to prevail in 
London and Berlin. There was expectation 
after today’s engagement was announced 
that there would be further gold importa- 
tion next week. The stock market has been 
characteristic of the period immediately 
preceding the holidays. The dealings have 
averaged less than 200,000 shares a day and 
the movement of prices has been sluggish 
and narrow except in special cases, This 
-. condition was due in part to the natural 

‘. disposition to close wp accounts at the end 
‘of the year and partly to the neglect of 
business in favor of preparations for the 
holidays. There is a natural tendency for 
prices to sag in such a market, but they 
have yielded only slightly during the week 
and have fully recovered. They were partly 
sustained by the stresgth of individual 
stocks due to special causes and partly by @ 
decline of the fears of any violent strin- 
gency in the money market before the 
tirst of the year. 

Statements from the treasury department 
at Washington make it evident that & 
quantity of currency 6’s are being presented 
foér redemption.

The New York Bank Statement. 


New York, December 24.—The Financier 
says this week: The statement of the New 
York clearing house banks for the five days 
ending Decen:rber 24th, is seemingly conira- 
dictory in its results, although an exami- 
nation of tht reperts of tne individual 
banks proves that ‘the operations which 
brought about the changes were entirely 
logical, So far as*the totals are concerned. 
There was an increase of $3,927,000 i1 ioans, 
with a decrease of $/58,800 in deposits, with 
a decrease of $4,629,000 in cash. The infer- 
erce is that the money loaned has gone out 
of the bank, snd tiiis is borne out by the 
report of the National City bank, which 
has maintained the largest fluctuations in 
its averages. it had expanded its loans 
no less than $2,500,C0v, or an amount nearly 
as large as the total increase for all the 
banks, and it has decreased its reserve in 
the same amount, while its deposits show 
scarcely any variation from the previous 
week. This bank is so prominently iden- 


tifled with the Union Pacific reorganization |, 


settlements tiiat the statement thus be- 
comnes “aimost self explanatory. The result 
of the week's. business has been to reduce 
the excess rd@Berve of the banks $4,202,600, 
leaving but $11,523,450 more than required 
by the 256 per cent requirement. This is 
the smallest reserve reported since October, 

1896, when call money was quoted at 6 to 
8 per cent. But the present outlook does 
not indicate any such stringency. 

Reduction is due entirely to payments 
into the sub-treasury on the Union Pacific 
account, and as the government is now 
beginning to dsburse larger amounts to 
meet the principal of maturing bonds, the 
effect will be to offset any stringency that 
otherwise might occur. Many of these 
checks will be available for bank use 
Monday, and in addition about one-half of 
the $8,000,000 to be paid by the Union Pa- 
c'fic committee on account will be deposit- 
ed by the treasury in banks. Money will 
be firm over the close of the year, but 
any stringency after that time is bound 
to st ll further depress the price of ex- 
change, and the same despite the high 
rate for money abroad, would bring specie 
imports.

WOULD REIAIR THE BUILDING. 


Mr. Palmer Says $25,000 Will Make 
Needed Repairs. 


The friends of the anti-courthouse deal 
have come to the front with the suggestion 
that the present courthouse building be 
repaired so as to meet the demands of the 
present. It is claimed that the repairs 
which are necessary can be made and the 
improvements added by the expenditure of 
not more than $25,000. 

The proposition will doubtless be made 
that the county secure an option on the 
property directly back of the courthouse. 
It is suggested that an addition be made 
to the building and rooms for Judge Berry, 
Judge Candler, the tax receiver and the 
grand jury be added. Apropos of the dis- 
cussion, Mr. Palmer has furnished the fol- 
lowing ecard for publication which gives his 
suggestion as to the improvements he 
would make on the courthouse; 

‘*Referring to the pending litigation re- 
garding the courthouse matter, allow me 
to say that my firm does not think it proper 
to try the case in the newspapers. Ve 
shall endeavor at the proper time to demon- 
strate to the court the correctness of the 
legal position taken in our pleadings. 

“As county commissioner, I feel that I 
am doing what, according to my judgment, 
is for the best interests of the county and 
the public, and am willing to abide the 
final unprejudiced, disinterested judgment 
of the citizens and taxpayers of this 
county. 

“I am aware that my position is in op- 
position to the views of some of my friends, 
for whom I have the highest esteem and 
respect, but my conviction of duty, is 
see it, compels me to the course 1 have 
taken, 

“If at any time during the course of the 
litigation I should feel that my duty, 4s 
commissioner, required me to take a yosi- 
tion‘adverse to the views of my clients on 
this question, my firm would then promptly 
withdraw from the case and my clienis 
would have to secure other counsel. It is 
due my clients to say that my position as 
thus stated is thoroughly understood by 
them, and is in accordance with their 
views. 

‘My position regarding the courthouse 
has been, I believe, fully understood by 
the public from the very first time the 
question was presented for consideration, 
and the bill filed is in exact harmony with 
that position. 

“I do not believe that it is to the interest 
of the county and e taxpayers, at this 
time, to carry out the proposed plan, nor 
do I believe it can legally be done. While 
it is true the present courthouse may not 
be. in all respects, just what may be de- 
sired, still, in the present depressed cun- 
dition of things and the manifest neces- 
sity, as I see it, of keeping taxation at the 
lowest possible minimum rate, I do not 
think there is a necessity for building a 
new courthouse to cost $250,000, and possibly 
a much larger sum before the building 
would be completed. At present arrange- 
ments have been made for every court, and 
while it is true this is being done at a 
small rental charge against the county, I 
think it is infinitely better than to impose, 
at this time, heavy taxation upon the peo- 
ple for a new courthouse. | 

“Further, I have reason to believe that, 
with the expenditure of, say, from $25,000 
to $50,000, alterations and additions can be 
maue in and to the, present courthouse that 
would afford ample accommodation for all 
of the courts and,gounty officers for a 
number of years, and this, in my judgment, 
should be done instead of now building a 
new courthouse a@-proposed, I am giad 
to see that in a recefit strong editorial you 
are opposed to burdensome taxation a 
suggested that in the event the trade as 
then proposed should be declared ‘iliegal, 
the county authorities should adopt tne 
plan of making alterations in the present 
courthouse rather Chan building a new one. 
In the meantime, the question of a hew 
courthouse; can be decided when there 1s 
necegsity for it, and when the taxpayers 
are better able to stand the cost thereof. 
So far as a city hall is concerfhed, I think 
this would be desirable. and I unhésitating- 
ly agree to the suggestion that public con- 
venience would be subserved by having 
the city hall and courthouse in close prox- 


“I think this question should be consid- 
ered dispassionately, without bringiag int6 
the discussion the question of the north 
or the south side. I certainly would not 
let it influence me, as an official, in ccn- 
sidering a question bearing upon the pub- 
lic interest. I would not say that any 
other official would be influenced by such 
a consideration, but when some officials 
suggest that other officials are influenced 
by it, the question might arise that they 
are judging others te Lema

Mr. hd bBlodgett, who is now assistant 
postmaster here. was one of the leading 
men at the Nashville exposition. and well 
understands the work of arranging the ex- 
hibit Ekx-Governor Northen is interested 
in emigration business, and will do all he 
can to advertise this section.
